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New Leisure Centre: Late, but on budget 


Construction of a new BWG Leisure 
Centre began in April, 2010. 

Twenty-one months later, on 
February 3, “we actually achieved 
occupancy,” Architect Gerry Pilon 
told a meeting of the BWG Facilities 
Committee this week. 

Only the “cold" side of the 158,000 
sq. ft. building opened - the ice rinks, 
change rooms, washrooms and great 


hall - but work has been ongoing, and 
contractor Aquicon has stepped up 
the pace of construction. 

The result: The Town hopes to get 
occupancy of the aerobics room, 
fitness centre, gym, running track, 
weight and cardio rooms this week, 
following final inspections on Feb. 

17. With the computers now being 
moved into the new building, staff 


will be taking memberships and 
program registrations on site starting 
Tues., February 21 - and opening the 
doors to the fitness area February 27. 

“Which will leave us the last element, 
which is the pool,” Pilon said. The 
3-pool aquatics centre is admittedly 
behind schedule, and the contractor 
is now running “dual shifts" to try to 
meet the new target date of the end 
of March for substantial completion. 
-I Withanother2weeksforstafftraining 
at the new facility, the pools could 
open by mid-April. 

There is still a long way to go to 
“substantial performance,” Pilon 
noted, and work could continue well 
into 2012. Sodding and landscaping 
will have to wait until spring, and 
there is the “inevitable deficiency 
clean-up - a few months of work that 
will be ongoing." Although MHPM 
Project Managers have been dealing 
with deficiencies, there’s stuff that 
lingers on,” Pilon warned. “We have 
to be prepared to deal with that.” 

He acknowledged that the contract 
originally called for substantial 
completion of the building by the 
end of December 2011. As a result 
of the missed deadline, the extra 
shifts are all at the expense of the 
contractor, Pilon told Council. 

The good news is that the project is 
still on target for LEED (Leadership 
in Energy & Environmental Design) 
J Silver Certification, and on budget.

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No Smoke alarms at blaze scene

At 5:47 a.m. on Feb. 11, BWG Fire & Emergency Services 
were called to a fire in a home on Walker Ave., in Bradford. 
When crews arrived, flames were visible through an 
upstairs window, and were spreading to the roof. “Our 
crews did an aggressive attack,” said Fire Chief Kevin 
Gallant, and quickly extinguished the blaze - although 
damages were estimated at $200,000 to $250,000. 

The fire was initially spotted by a male resident of the 
home, returning from a store. He reportedly attempted 
unsuccessfully to extinguish the blaze, then roused the 
other occupants, including a family with 3 children, who 
were in the basement. All were able to escape safely. 
However, Gallant said, "It was another example of people 
not having working smoke alarms," and promised there 
would be “zero tolerance” for failure to install alarms on 
every floor, as required by law. 
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Snowmobile crashes

South Simcoe Police were called to the scene of a 
snowmobile collision in Innisfil Beach Park on Sunday, 
February 12,2012, at 2:09 p.m. A 25 year old Innisfil male 
and 2 companions were travelling on their snowmachines 
eastbound through the park, in heavy snow, when he 
veered off course and struck a rock. The snowmobile 
became airborne, and ejected the victim, who struck a 
second rock and suffered what police called “serious head 
injuries." The victim was transported to Royal Victoria 
Hospital in Barrie, where he is reportedly recovering. 

“We don’t think excessive speed was a factor, we don’t 
think alcohol was a factor,” said South Simcoe Police Sgt. 
Lew Da Silva, at the scene. “It was just bad luck.” 

Police seized the snowmachine for mechanical testing, 
and the Traffic & Marine Unit investigated at the scene, 
until dark. During that time. Police were called to two 
other incidents in the area, involving snowmobiles that 
broke through thin ice on Lake Simcoe. 

The first incident took place in the vicinity of Innisfil 
Beach Park, just offshore. A lone snowmobiler broke 
through the ice, but was able to swim to shore, where he 
received help from residents on Lakelands Ave. 

In a second incident, two snowmobilers crashed through 
the ice about 250 metres offshore, at the 7th Line of 
Innisfil. The snowmobilers had to be rescued by Innisfil 
Fire & Rescue. 

“Those snowmachines are basically at the bottom of the 
lake,” said Sgt. Da Silva, noting that die Ministry had been 
informed, and the snowmobilers face fines. Not only will 
they have to pay for the removal of the snowmachines from 
Lake Simcoe, they will be getting a bill for $ 1,500 from the 
Town of Innisfil for the rescue. 

Police are warning of unsafe ice conditions on the lake.

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Elephant in the room: South Innisfil Drain 


It’s the elephant in the room. 

Back in 2005, the Town of Innisfil was ordered to 
maintain and improve the South Innisfil Drain - a 9,332 
metre long man-made drainage ditch that runs from 
Hwy. 89, north-east to the 5th Line of Innisfil. The drain 
cuts through the “Cookstown Marsh;” the order resulted 
from a farmer’s complaint that the drain was inadequate 
and was resulting in flooding of his agricultural land. 

An Engineering report estimated the cost of repairs at 
around $4 million - all of which would be recoverable 
from landowners within the South Innisfil drainage area, 
under the provisions of the Drainage Act. Suddenly, 
about 700 landowners, most in Innisfil but some in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, found themselves facing 
assessments ranging from a few dollars, to over $100,000. 

Then nothing more was heard - until now. The final 
engineer’s report is expected “in the not too distant 
future,” noted Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley at a Special 
Meeting of Innisfil Council on Feb. 8, held to provide an 
update to Town Council and the residents. 

Sid VanderVeen, Drainage Co-ordinator with the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture, Food and Rural Affairs 
(OMAFRA) provided the background - noting that “when 
we build drainage systems, we have a responsibility to 
maintain them," under the Drainage Act. 

There is no “obligation” to improve drainage in a natural 
watercourse; there is no “right of drainage” associated 
with overland flow surface water - despite the laws of 
physics, "that surface water doesn’t actually have a right 
to flow downhill," he said - but once a drainage system is 
in place, “it becomes a liability.” There is an obligation 
to maintain the system, and a financial responsibility. “It 
becomes part of the municipal infrastructure.” 

The Find Engineering Report, when released in 6-10 
weeks, will outline the work needed, provide a cost 
estimate, and an assessment schedule for the "benefiting 
landowners.... It all relates to sharing the cost.” 

And while landowners can appeal their assessments to 
the Court of Revision, or an Appeals Tribunal, all of the 
costs incurred to date, including the engineering work, 
will be assessed back to the property owners. 

Councillor Lynn Dollin warned of “the type of financial 
hardship" that could result. The initial cost estimate was 
nearly $4 million, and “those costs are climbing all the 
time.” She asked VanderVeen “at what point OMAFRA 
steps in?” 

“We as a Ministry don’t take any role in promoting 
or stopping a municipal drain. We don't intervene,” 
VanderVeen said. Asked if the landowners could petition 
to abandon the drain, he replied that it would take 
agreement by 75% of the benefiting landowners, and a 
full public process, but the drain would then become “a 
natural watercourse, which is unmanaged." 

Mayor Baguley asked if the Town could take on full 
responsibility for the project, as benefiting the entire 
municipality. “Does that sort of thing happen?” 

“It has happened,” said VanderVeen. The Act requires 
costs to be assessed to the landowners, but the Town can 
provide municipal grants - and can also apply for Infra¬ 
structure funding, as was done for the Holland Marsh. 

But could the Town “pull the plug” on the project? 
VanderVeen pointed out that although that is a Council 


decision, it was an order of the Drainage Referee that 
moved the work forward. “It is a court order, and you 
have to abide by that.” 

Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson noted that the farmer who 
requested drainage improvements may have contributed 
to the drainage problem, by clear-cutting land in 1996. 
“How did that person get the right to clear that much 
acreage... impacting so many people downstream?" 

The question was echoed by Councillor Richard 
Simpson, who declared a conflict of interest to address

Council as a landowner within the 
drainage area. “We’ve been waiting 
for a resolution to this drainage issue 
for approximately 6 years,” Simpson 
said, noting that the assessment on 
his highland property was $20,000 to 
$30,000, but others are looking at levies 
in excess of $120,000 “and that was back 
then, with the meter running. We are 
looking at life-altering amounts.” 

Simpson pointed out, “Where the 
South Innisfil Drain goes through is 
marshland. In recent memory there are 
individuals who have deforested land, 
50 to 100 acres... for agriculture.” 


But John Hilverda suggested that 
it was a shared responsibility. “If it 
wasn’t maintained properly... is it the 
individual landowner’s fault, or is it the 
Township's fault? It sounds like you guys 
have some responsibility." 

“This whole process has basically been 
poor,” said Chris Delahunt. "I think the 
drain hasn’t been maintained properly 
- but the complainant had deforested a 
lot of acres. That in turn has created a lot 
of surface water problems.” 

He added, “It just keeps adding up. It 
will probably be about $14 (million) by 
the time this is done. “This process has 
got out of hand. It’s ffiggin’ crazy."

I can only 
apologize to the distraught family for not 
taking the bull by the horns, and raising 
a ruckus with Town and County officials 
before this horrible accident happened. 

I can’t help but wonder if it is the lack of 
attention we often receive when we contact 
bureaucrats, as well as past attitude on 
some occasions, that makes us reluctant to 
complain? I must say that I have had many 
good responses from the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury in the past 16 years. 

And while I have your ear, I wish to know 
why it took so long to repaint the lane marker 
lines on the south side of the Melbourne 
Professor Day intersection - and why, when 
finally completed, they failed to restore the 
much-needed stagger line for the left turn 
lane on Melbourne, to Holland St. W. The lack 
of a stagger line posses an unnecessary risk 
at that intersection. Drivers are constandy 
cutting the comer there. 

Fmther, a very large number of senior 
citizens and students cross Melbourne Drive 
at Agar every day, going to the Sobeys store, 
and are at risk as pedestrians. A simple 


crosswalk, painted with hashmarks, might 
reduce the risk. Overhead crosswalk lights 
are not necessary, but a marked crossing and 
crosswalk signs would be justified. Many of 
these people walk with the aid of canes and 
walkers, and cannot move very fast. Also, 
many motorists leaving the Sobeys parking 
lot fail to signal their intention, which results 
in a high potential for accidents.

Make EFSL accessible! 

To the editor: A public meeting was 
held at W.H. Day elementary school, 
regarding the move of the Extended 
French as Second Language (EFSL) 
Program. It is currently being run out 
of Fred C. Cook Public School; as of 
September, it will be moved to W.H. 
Day. 

The energy in the room was quite 
negative, but none of it appeared 
directed toward the fact that the 
program was actually moving. 

Simcoe County District School Board 
had a representative who explained 
the reasons for the relocation, all 
of which made sense based on the 
pupil attendance, boundaries and 
growth of Bradford. The biggest 
concern for parents that have 
children currently in the program at 
FCC is that parents are responsible 
for getting their children to the new 
location. As you might imagine, if 
you had children at FCC who are not 
in EFSL, and children who are, this 
could be a logistical nightmare. 

In all fairness, parents have been 
feeling this same pressure for years, 
who have had students at other 
schools, and a child being shuffled to 
FCC. Representatives from the Board 
stated that people are looking into 
having busing provided that would 
give students across Bradford access 
to the EFSL program. 

At a board level, this seems like 


a missed opportunity. There are 
many other school boards that offer 
optional programs, and boast that 
transportation will not exclude 
children from an opportunity. Why 
did the SCDSB choose its current 
approach? Could there not be a bus 
that makes a single stop at the north, 
south, east and west side of town? 
Why wouldn't the School board want 
to develop and grow such a program 
in a town that is growing so quickly, 
and be leaders in education? Does 
the Board even have any statistics on 
local interest in the program if it was 
accessible to all? 

I know without a doubt of families 
that would move here to access the 
program. Why is this gem placed on 
a shelf just out of reach to so many? 

For now the Board sees the trans¬ 
portation component as separate 
from the educational opportunity, 
and this is unfortunate. I would bet 
there are parents who have children 
at Fieldcrest, Sir William Osier, Earl 
Rowe and FCC who would consider 
this a wonderful opportunity if the 
school board made it accessible to 
all. As parents we understand that 
busing is expensive, and allocation 
of resources is a difficult process, 
but could we not find a creative way 
to open up this opportunity?
